1. The teacher should deeply consider what 
kind of instruction the children most need.— 
in order to this it is highly important to under. 
stand the character, manner of life and natural 
disposition of every child in the class, and this 
can be ascertained by inquiry of others, and by 
close, but very affectionate, questions to ciul. 
dren. ‘They must always be put in such a man. 
ner as to evince to all that the supreme good of 
the children is all at which you aim. Any 
course adopted which should arouse suspicion 
of intermeddling,would be productive of evil, or 
any attempt to draw from them that which could 
in the ‘east militate against them, or their fami- 
ly, should not be made. But every honorable 
means should be used to ascertain their tact 
at receiving and retaining intelligence for the 
sole purpose of making them receive the great- 
est practicable amount of valuable information 
derived from the scriptures and the teacher’s 
superior mental culture. This knowledge of 
character, dispos:tion &c , will ard much in 
classing the children.

I am 
(said he) now 77 years of age, and when I was 
young we had no preaching except about once 
a month, and then it was not unfrequently by 
some godly minister that happened providen- 
tially with us. O how precious those seasons 
were to our souls. We had no religious peri- 
odieal whatever to furnish us any news of the 
prosperity of Zion, and thus to cheer our hearts. 
When the Christian Secretary was established, 


most every family, and came back apparently 
full of the Holy Ghost. 

A farmer who engaged in the same work, was 
so delighted with the earnestness of a Univer- 
salist family to obtain a volume for each of their 
two children, though they had to Lorrow money 
of a neighbor to pay for them, that he enlisted 
at once for the supply of the whole town with 
volumes.
